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One  of  the  finest  examples  of  a  true  Colonial  village 
green  is  located  in  the  small  hilltop  town  of  Wash- 
ington, New  Hampshire.  A  New  Hampshire  charter 
was  granted  in  1752  by  the  Massachusetts  Colony 
as  Monadnock  #8.  In  1776  the  settlement  took  the 
name  of  Washington. 
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
